The plaque is handsomely carved out of English 
oak. It is surmounted by a Magen David, above 
an ‘American Eagle, and at the foot are the 


words SN 55.

A similar plaque was presented at Exeter, at the 
old Synagogue in Mary Arches Street, and was 
received by Mr. Conrad Samuels, President. 
Chaplain Samson A. Shain made the presenta- 
tion.

At the Cheltenham Synagogue the plaque was 
unveiled at a service conducted by Corporal S.

PADRE AMONG THE 


PERSECUTED 


The Rev. L. H. Hardman, C.F., writing home 
from Holland, describes some of his meetings and 
experiences with Jewish people there who have sur- 
vived the Nazi hounding and persecution: 

“ Much has been heard and read,” he says, “ of 
the appalling atrocities committed on our people 
by the Nazis, but far too: littl has been heard of 
the terrific spirit of M'sirat Nefesh which permeated 
the lives of s0 many of our brethren during theu 
serviilude and hiding.” 

Mr. Hardman tells how every Jewish rite was 
forbidden, and even burials of the dead could not 
ordinarily be performed for fear of discovery, 
especialiy when non-Jews had hidden Jews and 
stood in danger themselves if # were known. In 
two cases he had learned of, the body was taker 
from the house on a pitch-black night and piace 
with a note attached asking for Jewish 
burtal! 

A family of six: spent two years, 
out, in a room a few feet square, and in one out- 
standing case a family would not eat trefa, but 
lived mainiy on potatoes, occasionally getimeg .an 
egg from the Christians who hid them, Throughout 
Pesach, although without Matzo, they steadiastly 
refused to cai chametz. 

The mother, during the whole two years, |it. the 
candles on Shabbat eve; so small did she cur the 
pieces that one’ ordinary candle lasted six weeks 
Without wine, Kiddush was made over milk. 
although the beracha for wine was recited, and 
even when there was no bread they made the 
blessing Hamotzi before eating what food there was. 


Menorah Made of Potato 


A Jew who had no candics or Menorah for 
Chanucah cut liith squares of potato that he had 


without going 


managed to get, and put a little oil in slits, into 
which he pressed cotton-wool to act as wicks 
Visiting a town near the front, Mr. Hardman 


found a Jewish family consisting of a _ father, 
mother, and chiki, The meeting with Jewish padre 
and Jewish troops led understandably to tears all 
round. Then later the man’s sister, brother-in- 
law. and three children arrived from a front-line 
area: the 13-year-old son had not had an oppor- 
tunity of being “ called up” to the Torah, so Mr. 
Hardman at once taught. him the berachot from the 
Thursday till the next’ Sabbath—** and.” (says the 
writer) “ the soldiets were thrilled to find they were 
taking part in a Barmitzvah! ” 

To make the Sabbath really Kasher, the host 
bought a goose, which Mr. Hardman, having once 
been trained as a Shochet, killed and kashered. 

At another house in another district, where the 
padre spent Sabbath, he spoke of Jewish matters 
and of religion in particular, and the 14-year-old 
daughter exclaimed: “ Vee schoen ess ist tzu herren 
a Yiddish vort!”’ 4° How egrand uu 1s to hear a 
Jewish word! 


MAJOR’S ADVE NTURES 
M.C. Winner’s Three Escapes 


Major M. E. Rustin,. R.E.M.E., is the holder 
of the Military Cross for gallant and distinguis hed 
service in the field. 


His. parents,. Mr. and. Mrs. B. Rustin, live. at-

Major Rustin spent nearly 
seven years in Rugby study- 


ing engineering and then 
went to Manchester. He 
was commissioned in 1939 


as. a Regular officer at the 
age of 25. In 1940 he 
volunteered for overseas 
service and arrived = in 
Tobruk on the first day of 
the siege: A short time 
iater he was wounded and 
evacuated, but returned 
after only five weeks. After 
the break-out of Tobruk, 
the link-up with the 8th Army, advance, and with- 


drawal to El Alamein, he subsequently found 
himself in Tobruk for the second siege, When 
the garrison surrendered in June, 1942, he escaped 


but was recaptured after four days, and was taken 
to Italy, where he. remained for 18 months as a 
prisoner of war, 

On the surrender of that country Major Rustin 
escaped but was recaptured by the Nazis after 
three days. He was put on a train to Germany 
a again escaped and afier two months’ adven- 

he struggled through to the British lines, 
spent some time in. hospital. 

Five weeks after he returned to England in 
January, 1944, he married Miss Barbara J. 
Goldstone, of Didsbury, Manchester, who had a 
son recently.

SEARCHLIGHT ON 
PALESTINE 


Prominent Lawyer’s Grave 
Allegations 


Serious disclosures of what is going on in Pales- 
tine were made by the well-known Palestine lawyer, 
Mr. Max Seligman, when he spoke at. the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Thursday evening of. last week 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. J. Slutsky 

Since his stay in England, said Mr. Seligman, 
conversations with English Zionists had consider- 
ably intensified the feeling which he and most of 
his friends in Palestine had that the people in this 
country were utterly ignorant of what had been 
going on in Palestine 

Mr. Seligman gave some examples of the. way 
censorship was employed in the Middle East to 
prevent people here learning the truth. Informa- 
tion had reached him a few days ago from a 
journalist who had covered the trial in Cairo. This 
journalist drew his atuention to the censored report 
in the newspapers to the effect that when the two 
young Jews were arrested they were almost lynched 
by the Egyptians and their clothes were torn to 
shreds. The truth was, the journalist told him, 
that far from lynching the two men, the Egyptian 
boys had tried to rescue them, while the photo- 
graphs taken had shown their clothes to be in 
excellent condition, Again, m had been reported 
in’ the press here that a request by the defence fo: 
several witnesses to be brought from Palestine had 
been waived by the accused's own counsel. The 
truth was that the President of the Court had 
announced that the Government of Palestine had 
informed the court that these. witnesses weré in 
prison or m concentration camps and would not be 
produced. 


Incarcerated Without Trial 


Even before the 


round-up in connection with 
the Lord Moyne tragedy, Mr. Seligman revealed. 
there were hundreds of young men and a large 


number of young women in concentration camps 
in Palestine who had been kept there for two, three 
four, or five years without any trial or investiga- 
tion of any kind and without any protest whatso- 
ever from the leading Jewish authorities. Many of 
these poor people —he was not relerring to those 
who were recently rounded up—were still in those 
concentration camps, and not a finger had been 
lifted to help them or to démand an inquiry 
He was invited, said the speaker, to visit 
internees and take up some of theis 
had found, for example, the case of a girl who had 
been arrested at the age of 18 merely because she 
had been the girl friend of a man who was a 
suspected terromst. She had been kept together 
with. others in Bethlehem for no less than fous

Although the writer of the article does not give 
the name of the distinguished neurological expert, 
it may be revealed that it is Dr. L. Guttman. whose 
home is in Oxford. Dr Guttman was Dozent of 
Neurology at the University of Breslau and first 
assisiant and co-worker for. many years of the 
famous neuro-surgeon Professor O. Foerster. 

When the Nazis assumed power and began to 
emorce thew anti-Jewish decrees, Dr. Guttman be- 
came head of the Neuro-Surgical. Department. of 
the Breslau Jewish Hospital and its Medical Direc- 
tor. During the worst of the persecutions in 1938 
his department was Jhe hiding-place for many per- 
secuted Jows and Jeowesses. Early in 1939, Dr. 
Guttman came to England and worked for some 
time in the University of Oxford.

Sic E. Spears’s Plans 


Mr. Churchill's statement on the Middle East 
and his Arab talks, reported in last week's

Sic A. Lambert Ward (Con,. N.W. Hull) asked 
what was the policy of the Government with regard 
to Libya and North-East Africa. He had long 
maintained that the ideal thing would be to make 
a second Palestine in that srmp of country. Pales- 
tine could not possibly accommodate a population 
of much more than 1,000,000, yet at the present 
time hundreds of thousands of refugee Jews were

ward Spears (Con., Carlisle) told the 

House the situation in the Middle East had been 
entirely changed since the last war. After criticis- 
ing the Government's attitude on the question of 
Syria and the Lebanon, Sir Edward outlined a 
** possible solution ” of the situation in the Middle 
st. He suggested that in the first place we 
should support the complete independence of the 
Arab States, and support the new Arab League. 
We should create a Middle Eastern Council, on 
which Russia, the United States, France, and our- 
slves should be represented. The headquarters 
of this Council might well be at Jerusalem, as 
that city was likely to have international status 
for a long time; but the Council should meet in 
all the Middle Eastern capitals in turn. The Coun- 
cil should take over the trusteeship of Palestine. 
The Council, and this was his main point, should 
be responsible for co-ordinating the relationsiup of 
the Member Powers on Middle East maticrs to- 
wards each other, and towards the Middie East 
States. It should provide such technical advice 
and help as the Middle East Siates might ask for. 
It should take over the remaining activities of the 
Middle East Supply Council. It would be respon- 
sible for the security of the whole area against 
outside threat. It would makg,. with the Arab 
States, or with the Arab Leagu®as a whole, such 
arrangements as might be necessary, within the 
framework of whatever security system may be set 
up after the war. In view of the preponderating 
interests of this country, he thought the chairman 
would inevitably have to- be British. Lastly, the 
Middle East was so important to us that we should 
have a Minister of Cabinet rank whose duty it 
would be to co-ordinate our policy for the whole 


area. 
A Matter of Good Faith 


Sic Geoffrey Mander (Lib., E.*Wolverhampton) 
said that we ought not to run the risk of breaking 
faith with those who had trusted us. We had 
given certain promises to the Jews, too, and we 
must be careful that we did not break our promises 
either to the Arabs or the Jews. ‘1 hope that 
in the arrangements that are made in the Middle 
Eust thgt point will be barne in mind.” | 

Mr. S. Hammersicy (Com, E. Willesden), 
Chaiman of the Parliamentary Palestine Com- 
mittee, said that this was a problem which involved 
many countries and many interests. The sugges- 
tion of Sir E. Spears that those ‘issues should be 
worked out in conference, and by consultation 


with other countries, was one which it was desir- 


able should be carefully considered. France was 
involved, America was involved, Russia was_ in- 
volved, the Arabs were involved, and the Jews 
were involved, and he thought we ought to be 
careful to see that the policy that did eventuatc 
was one which was arrived at after due consul- 
tation, and not a policy which might be forced on 
us by the pressure of events. 

Mr. Hammersley added: “1 particularly wish 
to make this point, There are  sudstantal 
numbers of Members in all parties in this 
House who throughout have thought _ that 
the Balfour Declaration was a great act 
of statesmanship. I am sure these Members 
from all parties would support the Prime Minister 
in bringing forward any solution of the problem, 
or any policy in connection with Palestine, which 
might mean the final fructification of that Balfour 
Declaration, I think it would be desirable if the 
Foreign Secretary, when he replies, could say that 
these matters are really under active. consideration, 
that consultations are taking place with all affected 
interests and people, and that we are not in fact 
waiting for a peace conference.” 

Mr. Eden, however, did not respond to. this 
lead. He answered Sir E. Spears on the Syrian 
situation, and with reference to a suggestion of 
Ins that a Middle East office should be set up 
in London, said the suggestion had been made 
before. “The difficulty is that our interest in 
these territories varies. Sometimes it 1S administra- 
tive, sometimes purely diplomatic, and: so forth, 
and that makes such a scheme impracticable.’’.

B’NAI B’RITH CONFERENCE 


Tasks of Reconstruction 


The Bnai B'rith, First Lodge of England, held a 
conference on Sunday at Toynbee Hall, Aldgate, 
which was attended also by Americans in uniform 
and by members of the Continental section. The 
object of the*conference was to discuss the tasks 
of B'nai B'rith in connection with Jewish recon- 
struction and to meet brethrerr of the Order from 
America and Canada who are in the Forces. 

The President, Bro. Julius Schwab, said, in parti- 
cular reference to their Continental brethren, that 
they were egw | happy that during the war those 
brethren who had reached this country had found 
a basis giving them the -possibility of living as 
B'nai B'rith and of resuming their activities. Their: 
work, on old and proven lines, was a model of 
what Lodges should be. 

Capt. Matthew Huttner (U.S.A.) said that the 
fact that San Francisco had been chosen as the 
venue of the next conference had placed American 
Jewry more or less in the spotlight for carrying 
the banner of world Jewry when it came to pro- 
jecting the Jewish case for post-war reconstruction. 
_ Bro. Chaplain Bertram Klausner (U.S. Army), 
in his address on “ Educational and Spiritual Re- 
construction,” said that America now played and 
must play the most important réle in the fashioning 
and directing of Jewish life for years to come and 
until the institutions which had been destroyed 
were transplanted again to the Old World. which. 
one trusted, would be dedicaicd to the principles 
of brotherly ‘love, benevolence, and harmony 
among nations. 

In the United States, he thought, they felt that 

responsibility. They had become very philanthropic, 
but, he stressed, the doling out of money was not 
enough. Indeed, at times he thought they laid 
too much stress on the philanthropic aspect and 
neglected the spiritual, moral, and ethical life of 
the Jew. 
_ Rabbi Klausner described the Hillel Foundations 
in the United States, which, he said, had established 
Jewish Centres on the campuses of the American 
Universities to promote the cultural, religious, and 
social life of the young Jewish. student during the 
period he was away from home. 

Bro. M. Wreschner spoke on the attitude of mem- 
bers of the 1943. section (Continental) on European 
reconstruction, By the destruction of European 
Jewry, he said, a limb had been cut off the Jewish 
body, and with their permission they would like 
to take part in the process of bvonvalescence and 
rehabilitation. 

A discussion followed, after which the conference 
adjourned for lunch, when Bro. J. H. Taylor 
extended a welcome to the: visitors. 

Bro. George Webber (a Past-President of the 
Lodge), referring to Jewish youth, said if any of 
them went to Cambridge or Oxford and came in 
contact with.those young men and women drawn 
from all paris of England, they would be satisfied 
that there was a sound kernel among the Jewish 
youth of this country. 


Current Problems 


Professor S. Brodetsky (President of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies), in his address at the afternoon 
session, said that at the United Nations’ San Fran- 
cisco Conference it might be either that nothing 
would be dealt with there that bore any reference 
to the Jews or that only machinery would be dealt 
with. But he thought that even machinery was of 
very great importance to the Jewish people, and 
he gave examples to illustrate this point. 

Among the problems he cnumerated were those 
of emigration, the political one of Jewish equality, 
relief, and the rebuilding of Jewdésh lives. : 

The big problem of emigration of Jews from 
Europe would obviously involve Palestine, which 
immediately became one of the issues of the day 
He believed that the great problem was to put 
forward a practical scheme which would lead to 
a political solution in which tmmigration would 
automatically follow, and the only political solu- 
tion was one which established Jews in their own 
State in Palestine. 

In regard to the work against anti-Semitism, the 
speaker paid a tribute to the B'nai B'rith in this 
country, who had begun the work of the Deferfce 
Committee of the Board. But there were very 
important things to be done and perhaps the B'nai 
B'rith could help in this respect... He was in strong 
agreement with the statement made in the leader in 
THe JewisnH CHRONICLE that they ought to approach 
the problem of anti-Semitism by finding out much 
more about it than they knew. TIhey ought to 
think not only of the immediate anti-Semitism, but 
far more of the anti-Semitism likely to come. 

Bro. Schwab said that the suggestions made at 
the conference would be taken up by the Council 
of the First Lodge and by District Grand Lodge. 


RELIEF UNIT FOR YUGOSLAVIA 


The first Jewish Field Relief Team to work in 
liberated. territories has been assembled in Mar- 
seilles, awaiting transportation to Yugoslavia, it 
was announced in Paris by Dr. Joseph Weill, 
member of the Central Committee of the Ose 
Jewish Health Union (according to the J.T,A.). 

The team, which forms a compicte mobile health 
unit of 11 members, including doctors, nurses, 
social workers, and technicians, headed by the 
Yugoslav Professor Skala, carries its own supplies 
and equipment for medical and sanitation work 
among all sections of the Yugoslav population. 

The unit was orgamsed in Switzerland by Ose in 
conjunction with the Joint Distribution Committee. 
It will work in close co-operation with the Yugoslav 
Red Cross. 

A second unit is being assembled for work in 
Hungary and others will function in various 
Eastern European countries. Efforts are being 
made to include in cach team nationals of the 
country in which the teams will have to work, Dr. 
Weill explained. 

M. Justin Godart, former member of the French 
Senate, presided at the formal reopening of the 
office of the Ose, Jewish Health Society, in Paris. 

M. Joseph Millner, Secretary of Ose, said that 
during thé occupation 5,000 children were saved 
from deportation. ver 1,500 children were 
smuggled over the Swiss border and others were 
snatched from trains ready for deportation. and- 
concealed by membess of the Ose staff, 31 of 
whom were captured by the Nazis, 


JEWISH DEFENCE 


QUISLING BROADCASTER 
Mind Poisoned by Mosley’s “ Action” 


Gerald Percy Sandys Hewitt, an Englishman 
who for many years lived in Paris, was sen- 
tenced at the Old Bailey om Monday last to 12 
years’ penal servitude for doing an act likely to 
assist the enemy. He broadcast for the Germans 
and provided them with material for broadcasting. 

M.. Henri Mazaud, who was called as a witness 
for the defence, said he was a member of the 
French Resisiance Movement. He first met 
Hewnt in 1937 when he was taking English 
lessons from him. 

Hewitt at that time praised Mosley and had 
written for the British Fascist paper Action under 
the name of Robinson. 

Mr. John Maude, K.C., counsel for Hewitt, 
read a statement by Mazaud in which he said: 
“ Hewitt thought there should be an armistice. 
He thought there was a clique in Britain, backed 
by Eden and Churchill, to stop this.” 

Mr. Maude remarked: “ That is the sort of 
balderdash which was typical of the Fascist party 
in this country.” : 

Mr. Maude, addressing Mr. Justice Macnaghten, 
said that Hewiit's mind had been poisoned by 
the paper ACTION 

Mr. Justice Macnaghtcn,. passing sentence, said to 
the accused: “When you thought that your native 
land and your adopted country were both bound to 
fall you treated with Germany. 

“ You decided to throw in your lot with those 
whom you expected to be the victors. You sold 
yourself and your country and the country ofl 
your adoption to the enemy.”

Will Hitler use gas? Alexander Ratcliffe, 
editor of the pro-Nazi and anti-Jewish Vanouargp, 
says quite clearly in his March tssue “ the answer 
is definitely in the negative, if the Allies don’t 
first use it!"

The Message of 
Freedom 


ARASHAT HACHODESH is the last of the 
four jal Sa — Passo 
the great Festival of Freedom. vyhatever the 

meaning and the message of these individual Sab- 

baths, of their collective purpose there can be 
no question. kt is to prepare our minds and our 


wealth. and its true use. “-This shall they give.” 


Zachor teaches us the vanit we ye 
might when opposed to right. “ The war of the 
Lord against Amaick frpm generation to genera- 
tion.” Parah teaches us the vanity of dependence 
one’s own mental resources, the limiations 
of the finite mind of man when compared with 
the infinite wisdom of God. “1 have established 
a statute; I have decreed a decree, and none has 
the right to murmur against it.” . 
But what is the message of Parashat Hachodesh, 


in one verse of the 


his wisdom "—the message of Parah; “ 


let the mighty man glory m his might "—thé mes- 
sage of Zachor; “ let not the rich man ry in 
his riches "—the message of S wee And it 


is the mext verse which gives the answer to our 
question, “ But let him that gloricth glory in 
this, that he understandeth and knoweth me, that 
1 am the Lord who exerctseth mercy, justice, and 
righteousness im the earth, for in these things | 
delight, saith the Lord” ‘(Jeremiah im, 22-3). 


j* the first three Parashiyot stress the negative 
aspect of the true outlook of man on the 
work’, what he should not do, the fourth, by 
stressing the positive side, what he should do, 
provides the coping-stone for the structure of 
ideas, “ to understand and know God, who exer- 
ciseth mercy, justice, and righteousness.” Belief 
transiated into action and thus affecting his life. 
For it is just this chapter which Rashi, quoting 
the Midrash, im his very first comment on 
Bible, points to as the ieal beginning of the 
Torah, the Torah not of historical narrative but 
of practical Judaism, of “ this shalt thou do, and 
this shalt thou not do,” of Torah expressed im life 
and not in mere pious belief unrelated. to reality. 
It is the Torah whose first command is fearlessly 
to take the sacred animal of the idolatrous oppres- 
sor ang slay if, casting out fear and moral slavery. 
.Tt is only when these profound lessons are 
taken to heart that our minds can be receptive 
of the message of freedom and worthy of its 
benefits. Only when we have learnt to disregard 
the glamours of wealth, forswear the path of 
might, imbue ourselves with a humble recognition 
of our own mental limitations; only then can we 
approach to a_ knowledge of jhe God of Mercy. 
Justice, and Righteousness, only ‘then can we 
grasp the message of Freedom and retain it. Free- 
dom subservient to wealth, freedom wed to might, 
ircedom while in bondage to our own conceit of 
ourselves, and above all a freedom which vdis- 
regards our subservience to God, such a freedom

T is not Pesach Mizraim, the Passover of -Egypt, 
Pesach PAtid, the Passover of the future, 
which looms largest in ovr thoughts at the present 
critical period of world history.

Not a mere acade- 
nt ge, nor even an appreciation of the 
God of the philosophers, the impersonal, anony- 
mous, unifying force which lies behind all things 
but a knowledge of the Personal God of Israel, 
who evinced Himself in an historic act which 
gave Isracl its freedom, and who is seen in later 
generations in the attributes of merey, justice. and 
righteousness, in the propagation’ of which his 
servants show their allegiance to Him.

Learning Yiddish to Learn Hebrew 


Children attending the Yesode Hatorah School 
in North London were first taught Yiddish, be- 
cause it was found that that was the most suit 
able medium for the study of Hebrew, declared 
Mr. W. Schiff, Headmaster-ot the school, at a 
conference of the Board of Orthodox Jewish 
Education held last week at the Ben Zakkai 
Rooms, London, N., and presided over by Rabbi 
Dr. S. Schonfeld, Chairman of the Board. 

The Chairman, in his opening. address, stressed 


that the Board was not a central body, and did ; 


not want to control all the orthodox bodies. 
The educational institutions the Board supporicd, 
he said, had an annual budget of £50,000, a sum 
fen times greater than they could contribute. 
they hoped to present a plan which would co- 
ordinate ideas. There was, he went on, a fight 
ahead of them. since the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee, with 10,000 children, spoke in the name 
of the whole community; they, of the Board, 
were concerned with 3,000 children.

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HEBREW TEACHERS’ 
DIPLOMAS 


First Presentation by Central Board 


The first presentation of school certificates and 
Hebrew teachers’ diplomas to successful students 
was held recently in the Rose Hertz Hall, Woburn 

sc, under the auspices of the Ceniral Examin- 
ing Board and of Jews’ College. . L. V. Snow- 
man, Chairman of the Board, presided. Musical 
items were sume by the Halevy Choir, under the 
direction of Mr. S. Alman. 


In his address, the Chairman said he hoped that 


this would mark a new cra in the history of 
Hebrew teaching in this country, and that they 
would be able to produce sufficient fully qualified 
teachers to provide for the needs of the community, 
and ihat those teachers would be given a proper 
status by those whom it was their task to serve. 
Referring to the examination for which the 
students had sat, Dr. Snowman, aficr a survey of 
European Jewish apd Palestinian Jewish education, 
which fitted the circumsiances and environments 
of those communities, maintained that it was neces- 
sary for themselves to continue in the particular 
traduion of Anglo-Jewish education that had grown 
up during the past two hundred years and which, 
although i could not boasi of having produced any 
seat scholars, had always produced men that 
new what their duties were towards their fcllow- 


Jews im all lands. 


Mrs. L. V. Snowman presented’ the certifi- 
cates to the successful candidates: 14 of them 
had gained the school certificate, 3 the intermediate, 
and 5 the Diploma A, which was the highest 
qualification, 

Dr. Nathan Morris, im addressing the teachers, 
said they had reached the second stage in their 
efforts to find a solution to the problem of pro- 
curing teachers both willing and capable of putting 
their hearts into the work of reviving Jewish 
education. 

The first stage had been the opening of the 
Jewish Higher Education Centre in 1932 and the 
mtroduction of the Hebrew Teachers’ Diploma for 
the first time in the history of Jewish education in 
this country, which required not only a high stan- 
dard of knowtedgc, but also a proficiency in the 
art of imparting knowledge: 40 such diplomas had 
been awarded during the 13 years of the Centre's 


exisience. With the centralisation of Jewish editica- 


tion, the. Joint Emergency Commitice could offer 
to us full-tume teachers proper conditions of ser- 
vice, including adequate salaries, security of tenure,

BOOKS FROM 
PALESTINE 


Yishuv’s Superb Effort 


By Dr. Cecil Roth 


With the improvement of communications with 
Palestine, more books seem to be coming through, 
and it is possible to have a clearer view of the 
superb manner in which the Yishuv has been main- 
—~ its intellectual standards in these years of 
stress. 


The difficulties have been tremendous. The cost 
of book production has gone up by 400 per cent. 
There are much the same difficulties as regards 
pares that we are so unhappily familiar with in 

‘ngland, Binding cloth, too, seems to be in very 
short supply, save for a particularly vivid blue. 
Nevertheless, as a result of the vigtual cessation 
of Hebrew printing and of Jewish learning else- 
where (except in the United States of America) a 
great responsibility has fallen in these years on 
the Hebrew writers and scholars of Palestine: and 
they have shouldered it in a manner that com- 
mands far more admiration, and far more support, 
than it receives. 


Jewish History 


The most distinguished Jewish historian of our day, with the 
possible cxception only of Salo Baron of New York. is Isaac 
(Fritz) Bacr, who made a great reputation for himself by his 
two superb volumes of source-matcrial on SpoanishJewish 
history. These were to have been followed by a third volume 
—in German—in which the new sources were to have been 
utilised. It has begun to appear instcad in Hebrew, 
“ Toledoth haYchedim biScfarad haNotzcrith “--an admir- 
abic speaamen of cconomy book-production and a monument 
of impeccable scholarship. Even under General Franco's 
regime, Spanish scholars have not lost their interest in Jewish 
history. {An Instirate of Jewish Studics has been founded 
in Madrid, with its own semi-annual publication. “ Scfarad.”’ 
comiaining a ercat decal of important material.) Henceforth. 
there is hardly any research bearing on this subject thar they 
will be able to do without consulting this admirabic Hebrew 
work; here we have, surely. practical! Zionism! 

Again: it has lone- been held against Jewish scholars that 
they had icft the scientific study of the Bible to Christians. 
Umberto Cassuto had berwn to rodcem this shame of the 

Ptians " before be left Rome for Jorusaicm. in his Italian 
publications: they have now culminated in his Hebrew work. 
“ From Adam to Noah,” a commentary on the first chapters 
of Genesis in a complctcly new sense. challenging the Higher 
Critics on their own ground and with outstanding success. 
It may be added that tis Hebrew. style is so cxraquisite that 
it will be impossible for them to take refugee in the dis- 
imgcnuous pica that they cannot stomach the nco-Hebrew

“ Seder Kiddushin veNissuin.” be A. H. Freimann., is 
memorable work: it comprisca. materials for the 
history of the marriage ceremonics among the Jews from the 
close of the Talmud down to our own day. culled from 
manuscrim as well as printed sources, and will prove an 
incxhaustibic minc of information for the social as well as 
the legal historian. Incidentally, it is at the same time an 
exceptionally fine specimen of typography. The same applies 
to a charming tittle volume produccd by the Mosad Bialik. 
“ Pirke Havyim.” containing four diffcrent versions of Bialik’s 
well-Lnown autobiograpiical skctch 

One of the most ambitious and mos memorabic of recent, 
Palestinian productions is a volume by Abraham Vaari on 
Hebrew Printers’ Marks. from the carlicst days of printing 
down to the end of the 19th century.

L. Roth 
has published a. volume of the addresses on the Hebrew 
University and its place in the Modern World. which he 
delivered during his period as Rectar between 1940 and 1943; 
as well as ar Anthology of the tcachings of the Hebrew 
scriptures. arranged according to subject. with the ingenious 
title *‘ miPi Elvon.”” A. Z. Aecscoly’s Sepher haFalashim 
is the fullest account of Falasha origins and antiquitics that 
has apocared in any language, while there is a similar work 
by A. N. Poliak on the Chazars. The second part of that 
admirable work on Palestinian. Jewish history. “ Sepher 
ha Yishub.”” has been published at last. though, unfortunately, 
the present writer's copy. met with disaster om the way t 
England. Abraham Yaari has published a fascinating volume 
of Letters from Palestine throughout the agcs, containing 
many hitherto inaccessible tcxts The scholarly reviews 
Tarbitz.”” Kirjath Sepher,”” Zion” —-continuc to appear 
somewhat aticnuated, somewhat crowded, but still filled 
with inmyportant material But it is necessary to keep 
one’s cyés open too for articles which appear cise- 


‘where: thus not long. since Hayim Schirman pub- 


lished in the Mihbereth \tcSafruth”’ a Hebrew Cantata, 
written by Ephraim Luzzatto in 1776 for performance at the 
house of Abraham Mendes Furtado in London, But the 
trouble is that in this respect (is it faif to say only tn this 
respect?) Palestine persists in keeping its light under a bushel. 
Hardiv anythine is done to make these publications known 
outside the country: they are to be found in no librartes and 
few bookshops; and only an argus-cyed Crocsus can hope to 
keep in touch with the productions as he might hope This is 
the explanation for the probable omission in this bricf survey 
of many volumes which certainly deserve mention. 

America. with its five million Jews, is laboriously second- 
ing the efforts of Palestine’s half-million in this respect, and 
has produced a few Hebrew works of some importance. The 
latest to hand are by Simon Bernstein, who has taken his place 
as one of the foremost. and certainly one of the most 


industrious, students of medieval Hebrew poetry. His edition — 


of the poems of Solomon Dapicra, produced not long since, 
introduced a new star to the medieval galaxy and was. 
incidentally, an important conwibution to our knowledge of 
the Spanish scene at the close of the Middle Ages. He has 
now published a mag: ificent volame of Selected Poems of 
Yehudah halevi, with preface and commentary—a model of 
what.such a work should be and a finc specimen of American 
Hebrew beok production, which -at the same tume fills a 
distinct need. Yirbu Kemoto beVisraci!

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THE STORY OF KIRIAT 
AMAL 


J.N.F. Reception to Founder 


Mr Dov Patishi. who has arrived in this 
country on a visit from Palestine, described, last 
week, the serious housing situation there and the 
contribution towards reheving it which he had 
been able to make. His account was given al a 
reception arranged by the J.N.F, at 6, Stanhope 
Gate, W.. Mr. Aaron Wright 

Among the figures given by Mr. Patishi to 
illustrate the housing shortage were these: 
average number of people living in one room: 
Haifa 3.15, Tel-Aviv 3.24, Jerusalem 4.04; pre- 
war censns of density of working population taken 
by the Histadrut showed that per cent of 
families lived in less than one room, 45 per cent 
in one room, and only 15 per cent in more than 
one room. 

The speaker included in his reasons for the 


shortage the absence of mass planning of houses. 


In contrast to the practice in many countries, he 
said, no help was given for housing by the 
Government or municipalities. 

The story which Mr. Patishi told of his own 
building efforts begins in 1936, the year when the 

rosperity boom gave way to depression and the 
Mufti started his biggest political gamble—the 
Arab riots. Mr. Patishi had come from Russia 
alter the last war. 

The young man saw thousands of unemployed 
receiving their meagre dole of 6s. weckly from the 
Sochnut—most of, them workers in_ the building 
industry. He knew that about half of the cost 
of building a house was made up by wages, and 
he had a plan—thousands of pounds were, weck 
by week, given as alms to people skilled enough 
to build Patestine: he wanted to convert moncy 
iven as charity into wages for building houses, 
fog the unemployed themselves. 

The cost of a standard house was then £210, 
two-thirds of which was to be covered by first 
and second mortgages and one-third paid by the 
future owner. Half of his wages for building 
was tO be retained as his contribution towards 
the house 


Site and Finance Found

Searching for suitable land, he found, not fa: 
fiom Haifa. Beth Shearim, where.there was an arca 
of 10.000 dunams of J.N.F. land. finding finance 
for thé scheme proved very difficult, but at last, 
with the help of Shikun, the building company of 
the Histadrut, building began in Septembcr, 1937. 
The foundation-sione=was laid of a new seitiement, 
Kirzat Amal. 

Six months later the first houses were com- 
picted, among them Patishi's. By the end of 
1938. the hundredth house was erected. All the 
work was done by the owners of the houses them- 
scives. While the building was in progress, they 
had lived im tents in order to save rent. 

fo-day, said Mr. Patishi, the ‘first hundred 
families of Kiriat Amal were economically firmly 
A Synagogue and a Beth Am marked 
the beginning of community life, and a school, 
kindergarten, and clinic had also been built. 

Another 60 houses were finished in January, 
1945... five days before the speaker left for Eng- 
land Fhirteen more were now under construc- 
tion, and more .were’ planned. Haif of Beth 
Shearimm’s 10,000 dunams had been given to Kuiriat 
Amal. and the ‘town-planning provided for 1,750 
mdividual houses.

MR. CHURCHILL’S SPEECH 


Comment by Mr. Ben-Gurion 


“Knowing the attitude of both Anglo-Saxon 
leaders to the Palestine problem, we received with 
satisfaction Mr, Churchill's statement in the House 
of Commons,” said Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency. in the course of a 
speech on the occasion of rl closing of the Keren 
Kayemet exhibition “Am ve-Admato™ (The 
People and its Land) in Tel-Aviv last week. {Mr. 
Churchill's statement was published in last week's 
JewtsH CHRONICLE.) 

“ Mr. Churchill's declaration, in which he envi- 
saged * arrangements for securing peace and pro- 
gress" in the Middle East, was a_ hopeful 
indication,” he added. 

Referring to the Arabs, Mr. Ben-Gurion said that 
“ there will be no better, more faithful, and more 


efficient friend of the independent neighbouring 


Arab States than the Jewish State in Palestine. 
which will also serve as the safest and most reliable 
bridge between West and East. This we have 
proved even by our war effort, which is greater 
than that of any other Eastern country.” 


ZIONIST LEADERS FOR ENGLAND 
AND USS. 


Dr. Weizmann lett Palestine for Cairo and 
London on Wednesday, and later: is expected to. 
vist the U.S.A. The Exécutive of the Jewish 
Agency has decided that Mr. Ben-Gurion should 
also go to America, via Great Britain. Mr. E. 
Kaplan ts also shortly to visit America. 

The Executive of the Jewish Agency, states Mr.

18 DEPORTEES RETURN HOME 


The first group of Palestinian Jews to be released 
from detention after having been deported as sus- 
pected terrorists has returned: to Palestine, it was 
revealed in an official communiqué issued in Jeru- 
salem last. week. 

“ Following the..normal procedure for periodi- 
cally reviewing cases of persous detained under the 
Emergency Regulations,’ the communiqué. says, 
“ it bas been decided to release 18 Jews who were 
deported to Eritrea in October, 1944, They have 
already arrived in Palestine and have gone home.” 

Seven more suspected terrorists have been 
deported to the detention camp at Carthaga, in 
the Sudan. 

Thirty-one Jewish prisoners have. been released 
from. the detention camp dat .Latrun, Palestine, 
where they were held as suspected terrorists 


Letters, manuscripts, and notes by the late Revi- 
sionist leader, Vladimir Jabotinsky, were destroved 
when the Betar Club was completely burned down 
in Haifa on Sunday. The police are investigating 
ihe cause of the fire.

_ He had succeeded in getting some of 

them released. But others were still there. 

There was also a large amount of beating-up 
and torture of Jewish prisoners going on. _ There 
was a so-called “ Brown-House ” to which prisoners 
were taken and where attempts were made to in- 
duce them to make confessions. 

Jewish men were systematically tortured and 
done away with, and it did not reqgire much imagi- 
nation to realise what resentment! this must cause 
in Palestine. 


Stern and the Leaders of Irgun 


The leaders of the Irgun Zvai_Leumi_ included 
keen young Jewish nationalists, Palestinians, and 
young men who had come to Palestine during the 
previous few years, teachers and scholars, all ready 
to lay down their lives for what they believed to be 
their cause, just as Trumpeldor had laid down his 
life for Palestine. 

Stern was a very devoutly religious Jew, a 
teacher of no mean ability, and a man _ who, 
curiously enough, had never handled a firearm 
in his life. He led the dissident group who wanted 
to stop the arrests and the beating up of Jews, and 
their efforts were directed against people whom 
they believed to be guilty of criminal acts against 
members of their or — and almost: en- 
tirely against police officials. 

The SSeatkdn’ ba Palestine, he continued, was a 
little difficult to appreciate unless one had been 
there. They were always being told of how the 
desert had been transformed ‘into beautiful agri- 
cultural land. But he was talking to them that 
evening of things about which they were not told. 


A Number of Good Englishmen 


There were a number of good Englishmen in 
Palestine, really good men who had been able to 
withstand the pressure brought upon them by the 
older members of the British community. There 
were, he said, a lot of killings of Jews in Palestine 
which had never been explained or investigated, 
because the responsible Jewish bodies had not 
asked for an investigation. These Jewish organi- 
sations had not asked for an investigation because 
the persons concerned had been political opponents 
of the Jewish Agency and of other responsible 
Jewish organisations, _ These official Jewish bodies 
did not seem to realise that a day might come when 


they themselves might be the section of the Jewish. 


communRy which the Government did not like, 
and that it would be theftturn then to suffer the 
very same fate unless this sort of thing was stopped. 

Mr. Seligman cited a number of cases, among 
them that of a barber who was killed, supposedly, 
he said, while. running away from the police. But 
it turned out that the man was deaf! The coroner's 
inquest had acquitted the police. 

With all these killings going on, there were, 
naturally, people who were not going to take it 
lying down and who felt that they must get their 
revenge, that if their husband, father, or son was 
killed, somebody else must also pay for that killing. 
This thing was likely to go on for ever unless some- 
thing was done, and nothing wguid be done unless 
the rank and file of Zionists in This country. insisted 
upon their leaders announcing all these facts, tell- 
ing them to the Government, and having them aired 
in Parliament. He was personally satisfied, said 
Mr. Seligman, from talks which he had had with 
Government officials, that the Colonial Office here 
did not know what was going on in Palestine. 
If Parliament knew of these things, he did not 
doubt that they. would put a step to them. 

It was mm that atmosphere that men and women 
had become membcrs of the Stern gang. He was 
not suggesting for one moment that they were right 


in doing the things they. had done. But it was’ 


useless to sit in England in comfort, luxury, and 
ease and merely to condemn these crimes and do 
nothing more. They must bring to light what was 
going oh. They knew that it had never been the 
practice of Jews to band together for the sole pur- 
pose of Committing murder. If they did such things 
there was something very serious behind it. There 
was, in fact, all this sort of thing he had described 
behind it—and much more. | 
Some Very Good Officials 


In his further observations Mr. Seligman. said 
there was a very violent anti-Jewishness on the part 
of large sections of the- Palestine Administration. 
although there were some very good officials, too. 

Perhaps the only department where anti-Jewish- 
ness was not nfe was the legal. department.- There 
conditions had changed considerably during the 
past 25 years and the bench could be said to be 
clear of any charge of bribery and corruption 

To-day there were no Jewish heads of Govern 
ment departments, except the newly appointed head 
of the Censorship Department. The censorship in 
Palestine. had been a most rigid, unnecessary, and 
oppressive One and one that had been abused to 
an extraordinary extent. There had been -censor- 
ship of the press, of the postal-service. and ‘of 
cables. Telephones were tapped and cables were 
often held up for a great length of time. Nothing 
could be published in Palestine before it had passed 
the Press Censor and they had had instances where 
declarations or statements by men such as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and even Mr. Churchill had been 
censored or not allowed to appear at all. There 
was once a favourable statement on Palestine made 
by President Roosevelt which was not allowed to 
appear. “Sut two days later an attack on the 
Zionist. Movement made by the New York Times 
was let through in full! 

Nobody in Palestine could criticise the Admini- 
stration for these things. If he dic he was liable 
to be arrested and put into a concentration camp— 


there was no need for a trial. 


Referring to the Arabs, Mr. Seligman said they 
never had any indication from them of any political 
bias or presudice or indeed of any political ambi- 
tions. These things only cropped up when certain 
members of the Administration desired it. 

If, said Mr. Seligman, they were concerned in the

JEWISH AGENCY BUDGET 


Large Provision for Colonies and Housing 


The Jewish — has adopted a budget of 
over £4,000,000 for the current year, announced 
Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency, at a press conference held in Tel-Aviv last 
week 


Approximately £800,000 has been set aside for 
immigration and over £1,000,000 for colonisation 
by pioneers and demobilised soldiers, Mr. Kaplan 
said. Within the framework of this scheme |? 
new settlements will be established, including five 
for soldiers and two for Oriental Jews. 

It is further intended to spend £1,000,000 on a 
large-scale housing project. 

Mr. Kaplan expressed the hope that two-thirds 
of this budget would be raised by American Jewry. 
while the remainder would have to come from 
various other sources, including a £700,000 loan 
from Lioyds Bank. | 

In reply to questions, he stated that the Jewish 
Agency had given substantial assistance to a num- 
ber of citrus growers who had received no Govern- 
ment grant or had had their grant delayed. 

Mr. Kaplan also said that the Jewish Agency 
was taking care of property owned in Palestine by 
Jews living in enemy-occupied territories. He con- 
cluded by stating that foreign exchange difficulties 
would not: prevent the Yishuv from placing orders 
for raw. materials and agricultural machincry in 
the United States if those goods cannot be supplicd 
by Great Britain. 


TRUMPELDOR’S DEATH 
COMMEMORATED 


Balkan Style ? 


Mass meetings were held last weck in towns 
and villages throughout Palestine to mark the 245th 
anniversary of the death of Joseph Trumpeldor 
in the heroic defence of Tel Hai. 

Controversy between Bevisionists and members 
of the Histadrut, both of whom claim Trumpc'l- 
dor as their leader, led (reports the J.T.A.) to 
clashes at a meeting in Tel-Aviv, and seven people 
sustained slight injuries. 


ERI JABOTINSKY ARRESTED AND 
RELEASED 


Movements Restricted 


Mr. Eri Jabotinsky, who (as reported in this 
paper last week), was deported from Turkey to 
Palestine, was “imprisoned when he reached FEreiz 
Yisrael, but he has been released from the Jeru- 
salem Prison after interrogation. His release was 
authorised an condition that he takes up residence 
in Haifa and reports his movements to the police. 

A protest against, his arrest in Palestine was 
made from the floor of the American House of 
Representatives on. Friday last by Congressman 
Andrew L. Somers. Mr. Somers obtained consent 
to include in the Congressional Record a letter 
from Mr. Ben Hecht to the British Ambassador, 
Lord Halifax, concerning this matter. 


PROTESTS OVER NEW TAX: 
BURDENS 


A one-day strike against the new taxation plans 
of the Government was staged by the Tel-Avis 
shopkeepers last. week. All shops were closed 
while a meeiing of the Chamber of Commerce was 
held. Speakers at ‘the meeting declared that this 
is a new economic White Paper following the 
implementation of the political White Paper.” The 
Chamber decided to ask the Government to change 
the present taxation legislation, under which taxes 
levied from the Jews are being used to establish 
services for the Arabs. 

‘Protests agaist the Government | scheme 
were voiced also at a meeting, of the Arab 
Chamber of Commerce. It was stated that the 
burden of the proposed heavy taxation would ruin 
Arab economy in Palestine. The Palestine Arab 
Party has submitted a memorandum to Sir Edward 
Grigg, Minister Resident in the Middle East, also 
protesting against the proposed taxation. 


ARAB LEAGUE AGREED ON 


Another Congress Called to Discuss It 


As a result of a series of talks held in Cairo, 
with the participation of delegates from the Arab 
couniries, another pan-Arab Congress will be con- 
vened in that city on March 17, to which the chiels 
of the member States of the proposed Arab League 
have been ‘invited. 3 | 

The preliminary conference held under the chair- 


manship of the Egyptian Minister for Arab Aliairs, 


Abdul Rahman Azzam Bey, concluded last Friday 
night. Its work was devoted mainly to drafting the 
constitution of the future Arab League. The mem- 
bers of. the drafting sub-committee signed the 
document. "They included, in addition to the repre- 
sentatives of: the independent member States-— 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria, Lebanon, Iraq, and 
Transjordan-——the Palestine Arab delegate, Moussa 


el Alami, former Attorney General of Palestine. 


It is believed that the “ Greater Syria“ scheme 
in its original form has been dropped, partly owing 
to Lebanon’s refusal to risk absorption into a 
larger entity with a Moslem majority. On the other 
hand, the Beirut Government alines itself with the 
Moslem States regarding most other points dis- 
cussed, including a united Arab front at the peace 
conference. 


Whether Palestine will be invited to the forth- 


coming pan-Arab Congress has still to be decided 


by the preparatory committee, Abdul Rahman 
Azzam Bey explained on Sunday. 

Azzam Bey added that Yemen, whose delegate 
did not attend the conference, would be kept fully 
informed, while Transjordan, whose delegate had 
to leave before. the conclusion of the talks, had 
expressed agreement with the resolutions passed at 
the conftrence. 

After its adoption. by. the .ngw. Congress, ihe 
Arab League covenant will have to be ratified by 


the parliaments of the various Arab States. 
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REPATRIATION PROBLEMS 
Bessarabian Jews’ Dilemma 


The ultimate fate of many hundreds of Jewish 
from the Soviet-controlied provinces of 
Bessarabia and Bucovina forms the subject of a 
memorandum submitted by the Central Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Party in Bucharest to M. 
Radulescu, Head of the ian Commission 
for supervising the carrying out of the Armistice 
terms, writes a correspondent. The refugees con- 


to the U.S.S.R. This clause was, in fact, intended 
to apply to the large number of non-Jewish 
Bessarabian and Northern Bucovina citizens who 
had been forcibly evacuated by the Rumanian 
police last summer, and was not meant for Jews 
who had made their own way out of the pro- 
vinces between 1941 and 1943 im order to 
extermination. Repatriation of these Jews is go- 
ing to prove a wery dificult problem, since, after 
enduring years of incredible hardship, the vast 
majority of them are imbued with one iica—to 
emigrate to Palestane. 

The Memorandum comphasiscs that these Jews 
have no longer any personal or material associa- 
tions with the territory to which it ts proposed to 
repatriate them. Their one hope throughout the 
years has been that ¢ventually they would ge: 
to Palestine where they have relatives and there 
are prospects of starting a new life. Many of 
them already possess immigration certificates 
granted by the British authorities, while most of 
' the rest submitted their applications for certifi- 
cates some time ago, and should be receiving them 
shortly, 

A sien is therefore made in the Memorandum 
that the repatriation order should not be applied 
to those Jews already im possession of Palestine 
certificates, or who have already registered with 
the Palestine office, but that they should be 
allowed to remain in Rumania until they have an 
opportunity of leaving for Palestine. 


Jews from Transnistria Going Home 


Under an agreement concluded with the Soviet 


authorities, the remaiming Jews m Transnistria. 


are to be repatriated durmg this month. Recep- 
tion centres will be esiablished m the Moldavian 
frontier towns of Ungheni, Reni, Herta, and 


Adancata, to which transports of repatriates 


be directed. 

The Joint Distribution Committee has allocated 
one milliard 14 for the rehabiltation of Jews 
already repatriated from Transnistria. Grants of 
75.000 lei per head are to be made, and these 
grants will also be given to Jews released from 
prison-camps, and to the widows and orphans of 
the victms of the Jassy pogrom of June, 1941. 

The “ Joint ™ thas also. distributed sufficient 
cloth to make garments for 35,000 peopic, 

The Bucharest newspaper Journat Diwveata 
alicees, in an article, that the Radescu. Govern- 
mem, which has just resigned, was a breeding- 
ground for Fascism and anti-Semitism. General 
Radescu, the article says, was unable to cope 
with the pro-Nazi clique im his Cabinet and be- 
lieved the reports of his ministerial officials, 
claiming that they were fighting anti-Semitism. 

In fact, The article concludes, the Jews in 
Rumania were being persecuted just as they were 
durme the Antonescu regime. 

Anti-Jewitsh posters in Bucharest blame thé 
Jews and “ fercign elements ” for the fall of the 
Radescu Government, which, the posters say, ts 
to be substituted by a “Jewish dictatorship.” 


BUTCHERY IN TRANSYLVANIA 


A grim discovery was made by the local authori- 
tics an the Northern Transylvanian village of 
Comarosh, near Chaj. cables our Balkans corre- 
spondent. They came across two mass graves 
containing the bodies. of 136 Jews massacred by 
Hungarian troops fast September and bearing un- 
mistakabie marks of torture. 

How these unfortunate Jews came to be in 
Comarosh is something of a mystcry. since it is 
known that all Jews were deported from Northern 
Transylvania over a year ago. The most likely 
explanation is that they were a forced labour 
detachment and that they were killed when the 
Hungarians were forced w retreat. 

The Federation of Jewish  Commiti®es has 
apphed to the Ministry of the Interior for a plot 
of land in which to bury the martyred Jews. 
The Federation has also asked that Hungarians 
who helped the treops m carrying out the 
massacre be made to cxhume the bodies and dig 
new graves. 


THE HITLER VIRUS IN EGYPT 


For the first time mm the history of Egyptian 
election campaigns, anti-Jewish bias was recently 
used to attract votes. A candidate in Alexandria 
distributed leaflets describing his opponent as a 
friend of the Jews and giving the names of Jews 
alleged to be in his employ, and citing these facts 
as “ evidence ” of bad character. It is significant 
that the man attacked, who is one of the most 
influential men in the country, was not clected.

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-LIFE-LINE OF JUDAISM 


“ THREE-AND-A-HALF million Polish Jews are said to 
have been actually slaughtered. It is certain that enor- 
mous numbers have perished in one of the most horrifying 
acts of cruelty, probably the most horrifying act of 
cruelty which has ever darkened the passage of man on 
ihe earth.” In these words, Mr. CHuRCHILL, in the course 
of a recent powerful speech in Parliament, put on record 
the most ghastly human butchery of historic times. To 
Jews, at least, the facts to which the Prime Minister referred 
are all too well known; but it is extremely doubtful 
whether the immensity of this unparalleled crime against 
civilisation has yet been grasped even by them, or its 
moral and spiritual significance fully understood. Yet 
for those of us who have edcaped the bloody cataclysm 
it is of. the first importance to remember that the tragedy 
which has overtaken our people ‘has been by no means 
only a physical calamity. It has destroyed not only Jewish 
bodies but the well-springs of Jewish culture. For from 
Poland, Germany, Rumania, Holland, had flowed those 
life-giving streams that nourished Judaism in other lands, 
and preserved it from sterility and decay. These sources 
are no more. Gone are the great Jewish schools and 
“ universities " of the Continent. Their great traditions, 
their powerful educational and creative influence, have 
been swept from Europe, leaving the surviving Jewries 
spiritually and culturally bereft. 

This is the other half of the catastrophe, the legacy that 
Hitlerism in its destructiveness has bequeathed to the Jewish 
people; and it creates a situation of which, in all their 
mourning for the dead, the living must grow increasingly 
conscious. Can these old communities, with their tradi- 
tions rooted in the distant past, their throbbing Jewish 
life, their passionate loyalty to their faith, be rebuilt on 
the sites of the shambles? As far as reasonable forecast 
can’ be made, it is quite impossible. The leaders who 
might have inspired the work have been caught up in 
ihe general devastation, and the spirit they fostered can- 
not easily be recreated. New buildings may be erected, 
but the old spiritual structure with its powerful local 
tradition, never. Pious attempts may be made to recreate 
the pre-war spiritual scene, but it will be doomed, to 
museum-piece artificiality, with enough spiritual force 
perhaps to sustain its own semblance for a time, but with 
nothing capable of radiating world-wide spiritual influence 
as of yore. 

The war has revolutionised many minds, and destroyed 
many attachments besides the physical ones. Traditions 
have been weakened, old -belieis shattered, and much that 
is good has been buried with the bad in a yearning to be done 
We see these processes 
at work in the ferment of the liberated. countries. We 
cannot say how, and to what extent, they will operate 
in Jewish thought and deed. 

lhe question, then, that should clamour for earnest 
what will be the future of Judaism in the 
misty years to come? What can we reasonably anticipate 
in the Jewfies that are left, in the communities of these 
islands, of America, of Russia, and of Palestine? To 
take British Jewry first: Can it fill, out of its own 
resources, the spiritual gaps now left? If we are honest 
with ourselves, we can scarcely be very confident about 
that. There are, no doubt, good men and true who would 
spend themselves devotedly in the sacred task, and who, 
even now, are bending to it. But the Jewish scene, as 
depicted recently in these columns by Dr. Cecm Rotn, 
is strewn with formidable obstacles. Moreover, the same 
general influences that exist on the Continent can hardly 
be absent here. In addition, many during the war have

drifted {ré@\ their old anchorages, aggregations have’ 


broken up, and scattered. to the four corners. of the 
country. Family life-—-the very ‘altar of a_ real live 
Judaism—has been undermined, and even in the East 
End of London, which used to be the “ bridge-head ” of 
vital Jewish cultural and spiritual forces, the Jewish life. 
as it used to be lived, has been torn to tatters. Schools 
have been destroyed, along with Synagogues. The bomb- 
ing of the Great Synagogue was not just one more Syna- 
gogue demolished; it perhaps symbolised the passing of 
an era, No one can be sure that that era will come again, 
and British Judaism be reborn by its own efforts. " 
Nor, if we cast our glances further afield, can any 
miracles of revival be expected from American Jewry, 
sunk as it largely is in the bleakest materialism, its religious 
life chaotic, Anti-Semitism there, as here, may strengthen 
decaying bonds between persons who are Jews by descent. 
It will not directly restore religious enthusiasm. Charity 
on the heroic scale may still many consciences or minister 
to nostalgic childhood memories; it is not necessarily the 
forerunner of spiritual rebirth, any more than are the 
Kaddish Synagogues which spring up among the American 
Community m ominous profusion—once a year witnesses 
to conjugal or filial piety, but no more. As for Russian 
Jewry,.so far various efforts have failed to discover the 
extent to which Judaism has survived with them, if at all: 
the best we may hope for is a spark or two amongst the 
cinders, | 
Only one land of hope for Judaism remains—the land 


of Palestine. There, granted spiritual freedom and 
spiritual security, and, above ail, truly Jewish guidance, 
Judaism may well be able not only to survive for itself, 
but to diffuse new vigour into decaying Jewish life abroad 
—to provide that steady stream of spiritual power with- 
out which what is now left in Galut must spiritually rot 
and become the hub of Jewish religious life every- 
where. . It can also, of course, and we profoundly hope 
it will, beeqgme a haven for the broken remnants of our 
people. But that is most certainly not the whole of its 
destiny. The fathers of the Zionist Movement were not 
possessed merely by the ambition to recreate another 
small nationality—to help in the Balkanisation of the 
Levant. They were fired by the aspiration to make of 
Palestine once more a State which would be thoroughly 
Jewish in ideals and creed, in which all that is best in Jewish 
teaching would be cherished, and in which Jews would make 
one more contribution—the greatest of all—to the 
righteousness and progress of the world. Those who deny 
this determination, in the belief that Zionism means only 
political independence and inaterial prosperity, are false 
to the founders of the movement and preach pernicious 
and. self-destructive doctrine. Zionism without Judaism 
is a contradiction in terms, It cannot on any logical 
grounds answer the challenge of Territorialism. It sinks 
the Jewish national movement to: the level of a worthy 
charity if not to that of a mere doctrinaire experiment, 
and it betrays the most glorious heritage ever bestowed on 
any group of the sons of men. It is heresy most foul and 
blasphemy unspeakable. Zionism without Judaism. is as 
unthinkable as Judaism without Zion. 

This is an elemental truth that, unfortunately, still has 
to win acceptance in influential quarters in Palestine. . If 
that were not the case, we should not see a non-religious 
faction taking root in the country and we should be spared 
the iniquitous and revolting spectacle of the irreligious 
upbringing there of parentless Jewish children. It ts, in 
fact, this elemental truth which leads Jewish hearts to 
turn to Palestine, as they must do, more and more 


to-day, as the one hope for their God-given creed and as.. 


a veritable Jewish homeland. For all Jewry’s sake and 
the world’s sake, the Law must again go forth from Zion 
and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem. 


THAT MILLION-POUND DEAL 


As already reported in these columns, the Central British 
Fund for Jewish Relief and Rehabilitation is issuing an appeal 
for a million pounds in furtherance: of its work.. As to its 
urgency there can be, in the light of all the information, no 
shadow of doubt.. The question has, however, been raised by 
several correspondents whether private organisations will have 
it within their power to distribute, in the form of money or 


- goods, any funds they may gollect, and it is only right to say 


that these doubts receive serious support from British official 
pronouncements. The Minister of State, Mr. Richard Law, 
has deemed itt necessary to warn organisations that money 
collected in this country may not ordinarily be transferred 
abroad and it will not normally be possible in present cir- 
cumstances for private. bodies to buy needed’ goods on their 
own account, except occasionally in certain special and limited 
cases. Accordingly, the Minister suggests. that they should, 
instead, offer to place their funds at the disposal of the 
authorised representatives of Unrra or an Allied Government 
to expend on their behalf, To what extent these statements 
may handicap the organisers of the projected appeal is not 
very plain. In any case, it is as well to have the official 
intimation from them this week that the matter has already 
been taken up with the a\thoriies, and the clarification of 
the position which this will elicit will, it may be taken for 
granted, be fully communicated to the Jewish public here. 
Of one thing we may be certain. It is all to the good 
that a word of ‘warning from the highest authority shouid 
have been offered to the charitably inclined public concerning 
this field for their activity.” The call is so strong and the 
opportunities for misdirected enthusiasm so obvious that Mr. 
Laws sobering words, with their warning of the necessity of 
complying with the requirements of the War Charities Act, 
amount to a real public safeguard. It will also. immensely 
strengthen the appeal of bodies like the Central British Fund, 
who, as Mr. Stephany points out this week, are resolutely 
pursuing the steps recommended by the Minister of State‘ 


‘GOVERNMENT OF PALESTINE 


Mucu -has been written and said about the unsatisfactory 


conditions in Palestine, but seldom have so many of these 


Mr. Max Seligman in an address at the Anglo-Palestinia 
Club last week. Mr, Seligman is & prominent Palestinz 
lawyer, familiar with the situation there, and it may be 
asserted circumstantially that nothing but a sense of pressing 
public duty would have led him thus to stir what he depicts 
as these very muddy waters so that the underlying evils 
should be seen and judged in something of their truly repel- 
lent state. The same reason commands publicity for his 
remarks. In their general trend, they are not new. Only 
recently, for instance, the corruption prevalent in some 
administrative circles in the country has led to the formation 
of a society of private citizens to root it out, and it is worth

A SIGNIFICANT. ADMISSION 


Mr. D. R. Grenrect bad asked the Minister whethey he 
was aware of the arbitrary seizure in Palestine of pep 


women, and children and their deportation to concentration 


camps, where no visitors or inspections by the Red Cross o; 
anybody empowered to issue an independent report were 
allowed: whether he was aware that relatives were left Without 
news of the arrested; that young men and women had been 
left for years in such camps or prisons and their detention 
extended without hearing or investigation upon secret police 
reports; and whether he would take steps to put an end {9 
such measures. Colonel Stanley, in his reply, pointed to the 
recent outrages as necessitating most drastic measures for the 
suppression of terrorism, including the detention, under jhe 
Emergency Regulations, of persons suspected of the offence 
or of complicity in it. Such cases, he said, were periodically 
reviewed by a committee whose duty it was to advise ax to 
their release or further detention. In addition, another com. 
mittee was now inspecting the camp in which deportees are 
detained. It will be observed that not a word was said jn 
disproof of Mr. Grenfell’s charges. The Minister did not 
express any doubt as to their foundation, nor even 4 hin; 
that they were in any way exaggerated. Instead, Parliament 
was told of officially appointed committees whose composition 
was not given, and whose judgment could hardly be com: 
pared, in point of acceptability, with any free and independent 
report by the Red Cross. These answers, which answered 
nothing, cannot, we are compelled to say, relieve the concer 
acutely and justifiably felt in this matter. 


THE ROAD TO REFORM 


IN drawing attention to these very serious ills from which 
Palestine is suffering, there is no necessity to assai! the 
immediately guilty parties, nor would there be much real 
justice in such procedure either. The guilty individuals are 
very largely the victims of an exceptionally unfortunate tradj- 
tion and environment which makes it hard for them not to slide 
into wrong-doing, even if it does not. almost dictate such 
lapses. It will be noted that Mr. Seligman, in justice to the 
British officials who have slid from grace, reminds us that the 
raw and savage political partisan. spirit that infects Palestine 
Jewry with almost East European ferocity is itself a contri- 
butory factor leading even responsible Jewish bodies 16 pro- 
vide what amounts to tacit approval of disgraceful wrongs 
merely because the Jewish victims happen to belong to 
opposite partics. The important thing,. however, is to fight 
the evil, and not the evil-doers. Such a task, it must be said, 
requires much courage and determination in those who have 
to undertake it. But it is far from hopeless. A stroke of 
good fortune, or apt policy, has placed at the head of the 
Palestine Administration, in the person of Lord Gort, a 
distinguished soldier of high integrity and exceptional valour. 
The present Chief Secretary, Mr. Shaw, has so far won high 
opinions for the discharge of his duties in the official hiet- 
archy, in whose ranks, as Mr. Seligman in his scathing report 
makes plain, there are not wanting elements against whom 
reproach or suspicion is levelled. But do the few men at 
the head, and the small numbers of others who may not have 
been “ demoralised,” constitute a force capable of bringing a 
fresh atmosphere into the administration of the country and 
rendering its government fit for decent citizens to live under? 
It is extremely doubtful, Clearly, the first step to take is to set 
up a judicial inquiry composed of two or three men of the 
highest repute for objective judgment and administrative per- 
spicacity, to overhaul and report upon the whole Palestine 
administration. To ‘them should be referred the grievances 
described in Mr. Grenfell’s questions, and the other allega- 
tions of corruption, etc., which are, indeed, common gossip 
in Palestine, but which have never been sifted by competent 
and reliable inquiry. This judiciak committee should not have 
to single out culprits for punishment but to suggest means of 
eliminating the evil pfactices and generally to . recommend 
reforms so as to produce a cleaner and healthier administration. 


“THE FEDERATION’S OPPORTUNITIES 


BEYOND the reflection that the result of the election to the 
post of President of the Federation of Synagogues might have 
been at least materially. modified if the Constitutional Group’ 
candidate, Dr.’ Homa, had been able to pursue his candidature 
on the spot, there will be nothing but congratulations to his 
successful rival, Mr. Aaron Wright. If Dr. Homa had the 
qualification of greater familiarity with the duties of the 
office, and the needs of the Federation, his opponent cae 


_ justly be credited, at any rate, with equal sincerity and public 


spirit. In these circumstances, it is to be hoped that the new 
officers, amongst whom are some leading members of Dr. 
Homa’s group, and the rank and file will now settle down 
in a spirit of sincere and democratic co-operation to the wigetl 
work which awaits them. In this respect, indeed, the defeated 
candidate has set a characteristically high-minded example by 
promising the new President his wholehearted loyalty-—'9 the 
Federation’s interests. Incidentally, this noble gesture represems 
a quaint but welcome piece of historical irony, appearing 4 
it does against a background of the past in which this spirit 
of enlightened democracy was entirely absent. It is to Pe 
hoped that, now the elections are over, and a new life has 
been entered upon, the bad old methods and the old evil 
spirit will go the way of the old regime, and any attempt 


to revive them in any way will be resolutely withstood. The 


first task now is to adopt a proper Constitution that will do 
all that is humanly possible to prevent the Federation from 
ever slipping back into the old ways, Once this is achieve 


_the way will be open to undertake those all-important tasks 


to which Dr. Homa referred in a recent letter quoted in these 
columns, and to see that the Federation takes a full and co™ 
structive place in the Community in harmony with the United 
Synagogue and all other orthodox.

MR. BERTIE HEILBRON (California), aged 70, 
was a former member of the Garnethill Congrega- 
ion, Glasgow, and Hon. Vice-President of the 
Glasgow Hebrew Boot and Clothing Guild (with 
which he maintained association right up to the 
time of his death), President of the Glasgow Rotary 
Club, and member of the board of management of 
the Glasgow Choral and Orchestral Union. His 
three brothers are Mr. Granville Heilbron, J.P., 
Glasgow: Professor I. M. Heilbron. London: and 
Lieut.-Colonel E. J. Heilbron, Kent. 


MR. HARRY RAVENSON (Stockport), aged 37, 
was senior consultant engincer to the Wallace 
Attwood Company, Industrial Consultants, London, 
and previously production manager of Redditch 


Hosiery Needles, Ltd., and teacher in advanced - 


mathematics at the Redditch Technical Institute 
He was educated at the Jews’ School, Manchester, 
the Manchester Talmudical College, and Opéhshaw 
Technical School. He took an honours degrce 
course at Manchester College of Technology, 
graduating B.Sc. Tech. (Hons.) in 1928, and MSc. 
in 1929. During the war Mr. Ravenson was an 
mstructor in Civil Defence. aircraft identification 
and spotting, and firefighting. He leaves a widow 
and three young daughters. 


MRS. ANNIE ROSENBLUM (Brighton) was 
President of the Brighton. and Hove Women’s 
Socicty and for many years Chairman of the local 
3.N.F. Commission. Mr. Leopold Schen writes, 
in the course of a tribute: “In the spirit. of her 
late husband, she made her home in Brighton a 
real centre of Judaism and Zionist activities. .When 
Mr. Rosenblum dicd in 1919, he made the Jewish 
National Fund the residuary legatee of his consider- 
able estate from which the fund will eventually 
benefit to the extent of almost £30,000. He set 
out in his will that the land purchased through his 
legacy should enable members of his family to 
settle thereon subject to conditions that might be 
necessary tor the common good. Mr.- Rosenblum’s 
relatives were scattered in various patts of Eastern 
Europe, and many of them. who might otherwise 
have fallen victim to the Nazi policy of extermina-. 
tion, have found .a happy home in Palestine. A 
village called the Rosenblum Settlement. has been 
established on the land purchased by the J.N.P. 
with the funds left by him. Mrs. Rosenblum. was 
denied the fulfilment of her greatest wish: to spend 
the last yéars of her life in Eretz Yisrael.

GRADUATE MEMBER 
SCHEME =. 


The Inter-University Jewish Federation; in. pur- 
suance of a decision taken at its recent annual 
conference held in -London, has now. tssued an 
invitation to ali Jewish graduates to become mem- 
hers of the Federation under a new ° graduate 
membership scheme. 

While it is not intended to aler the under- 
graduate character of the Federation, states the 
Hon. Organiser of the scheme, it was felt that, 
in order to further and assure adequate represen- 
tation of Jewish student opinion in the community 
there should be associated with the Federation an 
organised body of graduates. The immediate am 
is to establish firm and regular contact between 
Jewish graduates wherever they may be. 

The Federation believes that there are many 
graduates both within and without the Universities 
who are anxious to secure for students their proper 
share of communal responsibilities, and the 
Federation is, therefore, widening its basis to pre- 
vent these graduates being lost to the organised, 
student body. Membership is open to any Univer- 
sity graduate or any member of the learned profes- 
sions, and the constitution of the Federation 
provides for graduate representation on the Execu- 
tive of the Federation and at the annual conference. 

It is intended to hold Regional Conventions of 
graduates in the near future both in London and 
the North of England.

The green book entitles you to: 

MILK: 7 pints a week — at reduced price of 
2d. a pint under the National Milk Scheme, 
or free, according to income. This is in addi- 
tion to the ordinary allowance of milk on 
your own ration book. 


EGGS: Two shell

one on the green book and one on your own. 


DRIED EGGS: Six packets every four 
weeks; four oo the green book and two on 
your own, 


MEAT: A half ration of meat on the green 
book in addition to your own full ration.

You can get this at welfare centres, clinics 
and food offices. A six-ounce bottle cocts $d. 
You should take @ tablespoonful in water 
every dav. 
COD LIVER OIL OR VITAMINS A &0D 
TABLETS: You get these also at welfare 
centres, etc. A bottle of cod liver oil costs 
10d. and lasts six weeks. Tablets are 10d. 
for 45. Take a teaspoonful of cod liver oil or 
oné tablet every day. 

If you get free milk you will also get cod 
liver of (or tablets) and orange juice free. 


After your baby is born 


When your baby is born, and the birth has 
been registered, take or send both your own 
ration book and the green ration book to the 
Food Office. They will be altered to allow the 
following extras: 
MILK: The mother of a child under 12 
months is allowed 7 pints a weck (at full 
retail price) on her own ration book 

The child gets 7 pints of milk on his green 
ration Book, at the reduced price of 2d. a’ 
pint, or free, according to income. 
EGGS: Until your child is 6 months you 
continue to get one cgg per allocation on your 
own ration book and one on the child's 
green book. 


All babies from 6 months to 18 months 
can have eggs at the rate of three a week.

Isaac D. Duque on the 
completion by him of 25 years’ service at the 
Bevis Marks Synagogue. It was also reported 
that Mr. Paul Goodman, the Secretary, would 
attain his 70th birthday on April 10, and would 
complete 50 years’ service tO the Congregation a: 
the end of this year, when he would retirc. 

Mr. Ralph Pinto, Parnas Presidente, presented 
the speech of the Mahamad and the statement 
of revenue and expenditure to December 31, 1944 
He pointed out thaf the estimated revenue for 
1944 was £10,881, but the actual revenue wax 
£11,732, owing to the fact that they had put aside 
£1,000 to a special contingencies fund. 

Mr. Asher Benroy presented a report of the 
Education Committee.

ICE only in the Bible is the mention of 
mirrors made. In the first- Sidra read this 
weok in Shool we sce that (Exodus ch. 38. 


v. 8) mirrors wete provided for “the serving 
women that did service at the door of the tent of 
meeting.” 
word ts rendered as looking-glass, it is not 
probable that glass was used at this time, but 
rather polished metal. The Israelite women on, 
coming out of Egypt probably brought with them 
-@arrors similar to those which were used 
by the Egyptians and made of metals, chiefly 
copper, worked with claborate skill and taking on 
a bright lustre. The metals, being liable to rust 
or tarnish, required to be constantly kept bright.

But if mirrors are not mentioned often in the 
Bible, legends and fairy stories often centre round 
them. No doubt you all know the very popular 
one of Snow-white and the magic mirror. In 
the Arabian “Nights series, there is one story of 
Prince Alasman, who was shown in a mirror the 
picture of ‘a good girl, and those of you who 
have read some of Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales 
will remember how Cambuscan, King of Tartary, 
had a magic mirror given to him by the King of 
Araby by looking into which he could learn 
whether a man was a friend or foe. Similar is 
the tale told in the Arthurian Legends. Merlin, 
the wizard, gives King Arthur a magic mirror 
that had been manufactured in South Wales. It 
is a sphere made of crystal and by looking into 
it the King could discover plots and treason, and 
he knew while he was still at home and before 
news could reach him ordinarily when his knights 
rebelled and went to war against him. In reek 
legend, you will probably remember how Nar- 
cissus, who had never seen a mirror, fell in love

acted as a mirror. Oliver Goldsmith, also uses 
a mirror in one of his stories, but he makes it 
reflect the shape of the mind instead of the face.

The Answer’s 


a Lemon! 


Helen Hathaway on 
Hand Wisdom 


EMONS have lately Aecn available in the 
shops, even if not plentiful, it’ is good to 
discover. Another pleasant discovery 1s that 

glycerine can be had in quite a number of 
chemists’. With thesé two once almost vanished 
products in my shopping bag, I walked home in 
the bright early spring sunshine one day and did 
a little thinking about a subject that I have for 
many months more or less deliberately banished 
from my conscious mind. My free hand I took 
out of its glove to survey it. I cannot say I was 
proud of it. Five and a half years of war have 
so coarsened and worn my one-time white hands 
that I had to admit that I scarcely recognise them 
as my own, 

At first, when it was still a novelty to clean 
grates and sift cinders, I had conscientiously worn 
gloves for the job. Then 1 added gardening to 
my war-time occupations, and my hands took a 
turn for the worse, Gardening gloves came under 
regulation, so did house-gloves, and I had no 
coupons for either. So I gave up the fight, 
especially when I found that really successful 
planting operations, etc., cannot be carried out 
otherwise than with the bare hand. 

Now all this would not have been serious if it 
had been possible to. obtain the remedies for 
rough and coafsened hands. I remember quiic 
well, before the war, mecting a woman at a social 
afternoon, who was an enthusiastfe gardener and 
remarking. on the smoothness and good condition 
of her hands. True, she wore no scarlet nail- 
varnish, and her nails were trimmed to the tops 
of her fingers. I asked her whether she always 
worked in gloves, and she answered no, but 
pointed out that she had always madé¢ a point 
of caring for her hands very particularly because 
her hobby made special demands on them. 

She told me she kept old lemon skins at the 
sink and at. the -wash-basin, and rubbed her 
fingers with them, after she had thoroughly 
scrubbed her hands. Then she added, “1 never 
go to bed at night without first massaging my 
hands for fully tem minutes with glycerine and a 
dash of rose-water, and I rub them until all the 
stickiness. has gone. Then, | gently spread a 
layer of cold cream or skin food over them and 
put on my cotton night’ gloves. The result is that 
nobody credits the fact. that | am a gardener, 
who often spends three-fourths of the day literally 
wallowing in dirt! 

Hand Regeneration 

Now this conversation has been tucked away in 
a pocket of my mind for a long time. It was no 
good bothering about’ it when the only lemons 
that ever put in an appearance were auctioned 
for about £50 at a charity function, and the sub- 
stitute for glycerine one bought made one’s hands 
rougher than before one pot it on! But now, 
we can perhaps begin again a programme of hand 


‘ regeneration. Of course, nobody would dream of 


using lemons entirely for beauty purposes, but if 
it happens that -you are like me, and like them, 
even without sugar, in every: shape and form, 
then you will acquire quite a number of skins 
amd pieces with which to give your hands a real 
course of treatment When I get a good collec- 
tion of pieces | boil them down again and use the 
juice in which they have been cooked to give my 
hands a soaking in. I find it better to use the 
solution cold, or nearly cold, as this seems to 
cause the pores to close up tight and produces 
smoothness. And after I have soiled down my 
bits, I strain them and use them for several days 
at the wash-basin and sink. , 

Of course, it’s a real joy to have glycerine 
again, and this I use exactly as my gardening 
friend prescribed. Also, armed with these homely 
adjuncts to hand beauty, have gone in for a 
manicure at- the iocal hairdresser’s; which I shall 
now make a regular appointment, once a week. if 
I can fit it in, You see, | think it’s high time that 
most of us women prepared ourselves for the 
fulure, and every. woman knows that you just 
can’t begin to think in terms of constructive 
policy if your hands are rough and badly kept, 
or if you have broken-down nails and grimy 
jinger-tips. | 

An efficient woman can often be judged by her 
hands, and there is a great deal to be said for a 
trim and well-kept hand, even from the most 
practical point of view. Let us take a tip from 
doctors and nurses, who have to keep their hands 
in very good order for the delicate tasks they have 
to carry out. There is needlework, for instance. 
tor every housewife to do, even if her daily chores 
include cleaning out the’ boiler and sifting the 
cmders, as well as a spot of gardening, and she 
cannot sit down and darn a pair of socks_ with 
hands whose skin has* abrasions on which the 
wool will catch.

PASSOVER FARE (Continued) 


Pastry for Sweet or Savoury Tarts 


Rus 2 oz. fat into 4 oz. fine meal, add a pinch 
of salt, 4: oz. well mashed potato, and a reconsii- 
tuted egg, mix to a paste, adding very little cold 
water if necessary. Roll out on a board dusicd 
with meal. 

This paste can be used for small fartlets or for a 
flan case, but should be baked blind, and the 
fillings added after it is cooked. If for a flan case 
shape well into a flan ring or deep sandwich tin, 
or if for tartlets cut into rounds. Bake in a hot 
oven for about 15 minutes. | 


For savoury fillings.—Mixed cooked vegetables 
in well flavoured sauce can be used, or flaked fish 
in sauce, or finely diced cooked meat mixed with 
diced cooked root vegetables and moistened with 
thick gravy. | 

For sweet fillings.—Use tinned fruit or stewed 
rhubarb. Strain fruit, arrange in pastry, and boi! 
juice rapidly till quite thick. Leave till cold, then 
spoon over fruit carefully. 

Carrots and Sultanas make another good swect 
filling. Grate carrot finely and mix with an equa! 
quantity of chopped sultanas. Add a little water, 
Sugar #0 taste, and a pinch of ginger and cook. ti’ 
carrots are tender. When cold use as required. 


Chrine 


Grate 2 large cooked beets, add half a grated 
horseradish, salt, pepper, and sugar to taste. Add 
as much white vinegar as the beet will absorb, 
turn into jars and tie down, — 


Scrambled Eggs with Matzoi 


Break up 3 matzot into small pieces, put in a 
colander, pour boiling water over and drain quickly. 
They should be moist but nét soggy..Add 4 recon- 
Stituted eggs ard season with salt and pepper. 
Melt 2 oz. cooking fat in a frying pan, put in the 
mixture, and cook over a gentle heat as ordinary 
scrambled eggs, keeping it well stirred. 


Fried Matzot 


BREAK some matzot-into neat equal pieces and 
dip in well-beaten reconstituted egg. Heat a little 
fat in a frying pan and fry a light brown on both 
sides. Serve sprinkled with cinnamon, sugar, and 
grated. lemon or orange rind, : 

Pancakes 

GRATE some peeled raw potato into cold water, 
drain very thoroughly, and to each pint add 2 
reconstituted eggs and sufficient fine matzo meal 
to form a batter. Season with salt and pepper. 
Melt a very little fat in a thick frying pan, and 
fry the mixture in spoonfuls, turning when brown 
on one side. 

These can be served with the meat course, 0! 
if preferred as a sweet. 

If the latter, then, omit pepper and serve wit!
